There were more than 30 calls on the At- 
lanta fire department, on a recent day, be- 
cause of grass fires.

They are, however, dangerovs from a 
wider view, for they keep the fire-fighting 
equipment and the firemen constantly busy 
on minor calls which might seriously interfere 
with the response to a really serious fire,

live coals near dry grass, and parents should 
teach their children the danger in plaving 
with fire’ or matches, outdoors or indoors, at 
any time and under any conditions,

SEEING THE PLANS FIRST 
(From ‘the Christian Science Monitor.) 

It's just a question of whether you jump first 
and Jook afterward or whether you look at the 
landing spot before you take off. That. at least. is 
the way the house of representatives appropria- 
tions committee describes its aetion in cutting 
from the War Department supply bill $14,500,000 
for the initiation of construction of a third set of 
locks for the Panama canal. 

The bill yet carries $850,000 for the prepara- 
tion of plans and specifications for this project, 
recommended by President Roosevelt as an 
urgent defense need. The committee says, in 
effect, “Let’s see the plans first.” This is a re- 
versal of the procedure by which Mr. Roosevelt 
first started the steam shovels to work on the 
Florida ship canal and at Passamaquoddy bay 
and then requested—without result—that con- 
gress finish the job. 

In the case of Panama, it is true that a serious 
defense question is involved, but it is not so 
urgent as to necessitate wasteful haste. The canal 
must be dependably adequate for quick movement 
of naval vessels between Atlantic and Pacific or 
the case for building a two-ocean navy takes on 
more cogency. But the present budget provides 
$39,750,000 further fortification of the canal 
and arming against air attack. 

It would take six years anyway to complete 
the additional set of locks, and by the time the 
plans are ready two years from now it may be 
clearer whether the protective works would with 
certainty defend an auxiliary route closely paral- 
leling the present one or whether a new canal, 
perhaps through Nicaragua, would be necessary 
to obtain the desired effect.
